M, Houvier, the "new' premier, was 
born in 1842, at Aix, and became a 
lawyer in Marseilles, where lie earn- 
estly opposed the Emperor Napoleon 
Ijy articles in the journals. This pre- 
vented auy public promotion until tlie 
overthrow of the empire. 


After 1S71 M. Rouvier was appointed 


to the prefecture of Bonclics-du-Hhone. 
In 1872 lie was appointed on a commis- 
sion to reform the judiciary of Eff.ypt, 
where he zealously sustained the inter- 
ests of France. In 1870 he was elected 
to the chamber of deputies from Mar- 
seilles, and this was the start in a na- 
tional career. 
He took a place on the 


extreme left 


His progress in politics was some- 


what threatened in the following- May 
by the allegation that he hud been 
guilty of immoral acts within the pre- 
cincts of the 1Jnluia Royal, 
The mon-

they could to ux agger ate the charges.

egram announcing the dangerous illness 
of his father. 
Mr. Scott departed for bis 


home early {this morning. His father s 
sickness is considered as probably fatal 
and it may be by this time the aged gen- 
tleman is dead. 


Dr. John Scott, the father of the con- 


gressman, is one of the best known char- 
acters ot the county where he lives, in 
the southern part ot the state, His home 
for some years past has been at Watson, 
a little village of several hundred people 
about seven miles south of EQingham, ibe 
county seat. Mr. Scott is over 80 years 
old and both 
he and his venera- 


ble wife have for years been sub- 
ject to the infirmities of age. How- 
ever, the old gentleman's wonderful vital- 
ity preserved his activity to a remarkable 
degree and his interest in current affairs 
seldom waves. The energy and steady 
Mdvancement of the eon who now rep- 
resenrs this district in congress has been 
the pride of his later years, although 
there are other sons who are good citi- 
zens where they live. The elder Mr. 
Scott spent must oi his lite in Efflngham 
county, and it was there that Owen was 
born in 1842, For a number of years the 
old gentleman and his wife lived ia the 
city of Eftingham, and the old boose 
where they dwelt still stands as one of 
the landmarks of the place. When his 
son Owen left EBingham eight years ago 
and came to Bloomington, the aged 
parents also left, that plaice and took up 
their home in the village of Watson, 
where they luve since lived.
